He made live speeches here 
two in the afternoon and three in the 
evening, and at each meeting he ad- 
dressed immense audiences. 


- The Bryaii.pany arrived in Indianap- 
olis at 12:46. p. m. aud was received 
w»h 
graat eiUhu.sia.s:ij , from muuv 


thousands. 


He was taken immediate!? to the 


Grand hotel and the parade from tht 
depot to the hotel was a continual ova- 
tion to the candidate. The Cleveland 
club, iu Prince Albert coats rind silk 
hats, the Indianapolis Republican Sil- 
ver club and the Gray club acted as es- 
corts, and the parade passed throu<-h 
streets lined with people, the principa> 
thoroughfares being so crowded "that 
the side sidewalks were roped off in or- 
der to keep the people from pressing 
npon the carriages. 


After dinner Mr Bryan addressed the 


largest crowd of the day at the stare- 
house. Every inch of available stand 
mg and climbing room was taken. - 


The park in front of the statehouse 


was packed with humanity, the streets 
on either side were crowded, and people 
were gathered in the windows of the 
buildings ncro^ the street in order (u 
see the. candidate, even if they could 
not hear him.

In the reign of James IV of Scotland 


John O'Groat aud his two brothers,' 
Malcolm and Gavin, arrived at Caith- 
ness and bought the estates of Warse 
and Dngishy, Binmted on the northern 
extremity of the mainland of Scotland. 
iJi time their family increased until 
there were eight households of the same 
name. 
They lived as relatives and 


neighbors in peace and amity and held 
yearly reunions in the original O'Groat 
bouse. At last the question of precedence 
arose among the younger members, and 
they disputed as to who should enter the 
room first or sit at the head of the table, 
Old Johnnie O'Groat was made arbi- 
trator of the dispute. He promised that 
before the next meeting he would settle 
tbe matter to the satisfaction of alL 
Accordingly he built an eight sided 
bouse in which to hold the annual ban- 
quet. This octagonal house was fitted 
with a door and :i window on each side 
and a round table in the center of the 
room, so that the head of each family 
of the O'Groats might enter by his own 
door and then sit at a table which was 
practicaUy and actually without 
a 
' 'head.'' John O'Groat's house became 
the best known building in Great. Brit- 
ain. Its sita is now marked only by

The Bepublican national platform 


of 18&2 declares: "The American peo 
pie, from tradition and interest, favor 
bimetallism, 
and the Bepubllcan 


party dsmands the ass of bosh goic 
and stiver aa standard money." Acd 
finally, in 1"894, the Ohio State Re- 
publican convention said: 


"We favor bimetallism. 
Silver as 


well as gold Iff one of the great pro- 
ducts of the United States.

coinage and use as a circulating 
medium should be steadily maintained 
and constantly encouraged by the 
national government 
And we favor 


such a policy as will, by discriminat 
ng legislation and otherwise, most 
speedily restore silver bo Its rightful 
place as a money metal." 


This same year, 1894, more than 


ihirty Republican state conventions 
n the United States declared In 
avnr of bimetallism in one way or 
another, iflve of them for free and 
unlimited coinage with full legal 
ender at 16 to 1. Four others for 
ne free coinage of all American sli- 
er, and one of them for free coinage 
without vailing for any other nation,

Qneeu Victoria lias a 
special order placed here nearly every 
year for 1,000 or more cigars, and these 
are luade np with special reference to 
the person buying them. It is not to be 
supposed that Queen Victoria smokes, 
but she presents them to her royal 
friends ns tokens of her esteem. The 
men making these special brands of 
cigars receive often 80 cents apiece for 
each cigar, for they have to be made 
with the greatest care, and every bit of 
leaf ia carefully selected, tested and 
rolled. Only old experts are permitted 
to makes the finest cigars, and they will 
not average more than 30 a day. 


The Prince of Wales is another good 


customer whose cigars are made in the 
province of Havana from the finest to- 
bacco leaves. They are either %vrapped 
in tinfoil or pnt up i» separate glass 
tubes to preserve their aroma. The Cn- 
bans * are great lovers of fine tobacco, 
and thty can tell by instinct an inferior 
grade. They are the greatest smokers 
on earth, and they smoke everywhere 
except in church. It is said of Maceo's 
army tfca£ half of them go into battle 
with cigars or cigarettes 
in their 


months, because the odor aud taste of 
the tobacco improve their courage. 
At 


any rate, they finioke in camp and on 
the march continually.

It is very common to see 
its the best <'is:ir stores and hotels cigars 
marked ;it bO cunts ami $1 apiece. 
The 


foiviuiicrs, of course, buy many of these, 
espi/ciuiiy thu tobacco buyers from the 
United Malt*, but the Cubans come in 
for their .-h;tro. The samo cigars would 
cost in ihc United States §2 apiece, and 
thf average American treats himself to 
this luxury \vhrn ho goes to Cuba, con- 
soling liiuiFt-if with the thought that it 
is r.tit I'siictly an extravagance, for it 
co.His him just one-half as much as at 
home. 


No cigar tastes quite so good after it 


has left Uavaiiu iisTi! does on its native 
soil. The leaf ewins to deteriorate in 
other climutcsTtnless hermetically seal- 
ed in ;i glass lute. This process of^hip- 
aient, howcvvr, preserves much of its 
aroma. But tho tobucco sent from Cuba 
and rniide up in another conntiy is 
iiuver the same. Wheu brought to the 
United Stiites, before bciug madu into 
cigar.*, tho tobacco has to be re-sweated, 
and it loses iu tin; process. The climate 
in Cuba, however, is so suited to the 
needs of the ph:nt that the tobacco can 
be made np into cigaris and bn kept for 
:i longtime in the Li'st condition. Amer- 
ican tobacco buyers r.nd growers have 
endeavored to overcame this difficulty, 
but th'.-y have net succeeded. The best 
they can do is to locate their factories 
as near Cuba as possible, ai:d this ac- 
counts for the presence of the largo fac- 
tories at Kty West and Tampa. Tho 
idea that Cubans make better cigar 
makers than Americans is not; founded 
upon fact 
A largo i-iannfacturer told 


the writer that American cigar makers 
were even better as a rule than the Cu- 
bans. 


But the average Cuban smoker is a 


better connoisseur of good tobacco than 
the average American, because he is 
brought up with the weed and has his 
taste educated from boyhood. The Cu- 
ban makes his first test of toba'cco by 
the smell. A little variation in odor one 
way or the. other is easily detected by 
him, and he instantly rejects Jt as not 
belonging to- the best grade. Then he 
will .take .the leaf and roll a rude look- 
ing cigar out of it and light it. He will 
give one or two puffs and then inhale 
the smoke. By tliis metlrod he will de- 
termine the flavor very accurately. Nest 
he will watch the way it burns, and 
finally test the ashes. If the cigar will 
not bold its fin: four minutes, and the 
best grades should go until five minutes, 
the tobacco is not of the best, ft is a 
(•reat convcnii nr«' to sjncikers to have 
their cigars hold the fire for a longtime 
without being puffed, ami it is also coti- 
Kiflered a good point of the tobacco to 
have it hold its ashes until the cigar is 
bnrnrd nearly to the middle. These tests 
always determine the, quality of tho to- 
bacco, and no expert will pass a lot un- 
til it rtuics up to the standard required 
by eaeli separate test 


Wheu the On ban expert has condemn- 


ed tho tobacco.it is used for niakinc 
tho cigurs marked as "seconds." Tho 
work of manufacturing the cigars also 
determines its grade in tho eud. If the 
cigars arc act perfectly made, tfcey are 
put up into boxes that lire intended for 
tho cheap trade, so Y>nr:iufi)ar arc ' 
makers of the high priced cigars that 
tho slightest imperfection is sufficient 
to condemn them.

ODD SEARCH FOR GOLD. 


Taxidrnukt DIxoiTu Miikion to Colorado

Frank Dison, the taridermitt who 


left this city some weeks ago to hunt 
for gold in Colorado, which he thought 
he conld locate from gelt) dnst which 
he found on deer's t«etb, has written 
back that he is still on the hnnt and in 
no wise discouraged. 


Dixou's hnut for gold, and the way 


in which he undertook it, would seeni 
to many like a wild goose chase. Dison 
was the only taxidermist in this city. 
Birds and animals came to him from 
over all the west to be stuffed and 
mounted. A year ago lie received two 
deer's heads from Colorado to be mount- 
ed, and when Dixoh skinned them he 
noticed a yellow substance on the teeth. 
He examined the teeth closely in the 
light and thought he saw a sparkle. He 
argued this way: "Tho deer camo from 
Colorado, the 
bind of gold. 
They 


browsed on grass that grew where tbere 
was so much gold that, its dust got on 
the grass and became incrnsted on the 
deer's teeth. It only remains to find the 
esact spot where the deer were shot 
and there will be found tho gold." 


Dixon took the teeth io a dentist, aud 


he said the incrustation was really a 
gold deposit. He took them to his friend 
Schnetter, a goldsmith, and he became 
as enthusiastic as Dixon. Dixon then 
wrote to the man who had sent him the 
deer's heads and found out where the 
deer were shot, away out beyond Den- 
ver in the wilds of Colorado. Schnetter 
and Dixon started a few weeks ago for 
that place. 


A letter received from Dixou states 


that Schiietter has started back for Kan- 
sas City, but Dixon, still full of hope, 
was about to start on a three weeks' 
tour along the south fork of the White 
river. 
He had found no trace of gold, 


but tho woods were full of grouse and 
deer. He had examined the teeth of all 
tho deer shot, and they were alLmerust- 
ed with the yellow, shining deposit 
which he was sure was gold.—Kansas 
City Star.

Discovery of a Ijirg;*' 
Mound In 


A large Indian mound has been re- 


cently opened not far from Hatfield, 
Mass., in which, a great profusion of 
relics has been discovered. In it have 
,lso teen found large numbers of nearly 
all of the stone implements usually 
found iu sxteh places, with the excep- 
tion of pipes and pottery, arid iu addi- 
tion Suiiie especially fine, long, un- 
grooved axes. Spears, celte, knives of 
all kinds, scrapers, drills, reamers and 
axes are among the list. This mound 
was about 20 feet in diameter at the 
base, and about 1£ feet high, aud tapers 
to a conical shape quite abruptly. One 
peculiar feature that has aroused a good 
deal of interest in the mound is the fact 
that the top has caved in, making an 
inverted cone several feet deep, showing 
conclusively that something within the 
mound, piobably n chamber, has given 
way. This chamber, it is believed, con- 
tains a large number of skeletons, with, 
perhaps, a number of valuable relics. 
Further explorations may reveal still 
more interesting details. — Exchange.
